Here thou seest the principles of justice are reversed. A magic. 
trate should always endeavour to ascertain whether the accused 
can be safely discharged. A grand jury, have only evidence 
on one side, may bring in bills that are incorrect, and ty 
blameless; but here is a magistracy (I am sorry to pollute the 
term) which is only seeking grounds for a committal, and sedu- 
lously rejecting all evidence, even of their own witnesses, Which 
would have demonstrated the fallacy of the charge. “The inter: 
nal mode of punishing first, and hearing afterwards is put in 
practice. It was determined to commit: and it was also de- 
termined to suppress all the facts of the case, and to comm't 
under a false representation of the facts. A witness deposed 
that he heard Mr. Smith say —‘“ fall back, league firm together, 
and keep your enemies off!” Mr. Hunt then enquired, “if be 
saw the yeomanry come in at that time?” but the witness wes 
desired not to answer the question! Another was asked wh 
had written his deposition ; and he was desired uot to caswer 
the question! Such is the mode justice is administered at 
Manchester; and it is difficult to say which is the more detesta. 
ble, the brutality of the yeomanry, or the overbeariny injustice 
of the magistracy.

She fainted 
away, and when she came to herself she found she had gota 
blow. She threw herself afterwards into a private house, and 
remained there for some time, and might have got away had 
che chosen, or had she apprehended that she was committing 
any thing illegal. ‘ 

The Solicitor of the Crown said, that as the evidence was 
very slight against the prisoner, he would not press her prose- 
eu tion. 

The Chairman announced this circumstance to the prisoner ; 
gnd stated to her, that as the prosecutor determined to bring 
yo evidence agayist her, the Court had great pleasure in 
ordering her immediate discharge. 

Mr. runt, with great emphasis and apparent astonishment, 
ecaimed----Discharged for want of evidence, after 12 days 
ylitary confinement! 

Chiairman---TPhat will be enquired into hereafter, Mr. Hunt.”

wih all aecess to her denied, because she was confined on a 
forged charge of high treason, never meant to be prosecuted ; 
aad then dismissed, on the very verge of dissolution, because 
the evidence against her,in the language of the Crown solici- 
tor, was too slight to warrant her committal for a misdemea- 
your! "fhe crown solicitor dare not insult the magistracy too 
grossly, lest he should offend his masters. Hence, my friend, 
ie calls the evidence too slight. Had he been honest enough 
io speak the trath, he would have said there was no evidence 
against her, but ubundant evidence on her side of the grossest 
\j-treatment of the most savage barbarity, of the most sangui- 
vary persecution. The constable saw her commit no offence, 
u¢ Only saw her in the cart, fainting! Here was a glorious cap- 
ture for a special constable ! a fainting woman! Some heroic 
Yeomanry ias yet a higher boast than his fellows. The corps 
at large had the courage to attack women and children in their 
hight; but one it seems had the courage to wound a woman, 
prostrate and fainttug! Flear my friend, ber deposition:--- 
“ she fainted away, and when she came to herself, she found 
she had got a wound!” Falstaff’s courage, when he dared to 
sive the dead Hotspur“ another gash in his thigh,” was nothing 
to the courage of this Manchester Yeomanry hero! or, may 
be, there were more than one, who struck their glorious sabres 
the fainting bedy of a woman senseless through fear! as a 
medal is to be struck to commemorate the honours of the 
Peter-loo massacre, this exploit will form: an admirable reverse !

3s in need, Such comimon-place virtues have no existence in 
the sphere in which greatness “ lives, moves, and has its being.”

He sees, that money comes abundantly, even uncalled for; sees 
that his table is furnished with a thousand delicacies; aud that 
too with the promptness and profusion, attendant upon the ope- 
rations of a magic wand: and, though be does not absolutely 
deny it; never troubleshimself to ascertain whether the creatures 
which vegetate beyond the immediate circumference of his 
gaudy circle, haye bellies or not. Then again; you inti- 
mate that the people are likeliest to be the best judges ef their 
own distress ; which isa great absurdity, for had not his High- 
ness been well convinced to the contrary, he would never have 
published such an outrage upon unmerited suffering ; as bis pro- 
clamation, must otherwise have been coustrued into, which con- 
vinces me that he thinks, and believes the peoy le have more 
bread than they can eat; and that they are convening meetings 
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the nation, is the basis of the law ;—betrays such presumption 
that his Highness is intwenty minds. whether or not, he shoyl¢ 
order the operation of amputation above the shoulders, to jy 
performed upon you.

and that of the painted caterpillars which surround the palace 
isa compensation too glorious, to admit of a word of discon. 
tent; and he begs to assure the public at large, that the 
money which is collected fiom them, is not wasted to utter loss: 
but is made the most of in some way. You recommend that 
the rich and great should be taxed in preference to the poor: 
but this, his highness solemnly denies, and quotes Scripture 
to prove that the present system, is undoubtedly founded in 
reason and equity. “ To those who have much, much shal! 
be given, but those who have little, even that little shall be 
taken away,” a mode of proceeding most zealously observed 
in this happy and envied country. The last thing [ lave to 
advert to is this; that you would have his Highness and the 
Sinecurists to forego one haif of their salaries, for the benefit 
of the people generally ; a proposition so appalling, that I fear
